1 . The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document): 

a method for controlling the use of transmission resources, wherein transmission 
resources for a transmission between a first entity and a second entity can be 
used by at least a first connection and a second connection, comprising: 

checking whether QoS requirements of said first connection can still be 
guaranteed when said transmission resources are jointly used by said first 
connection and said second connection (see page 6, lines 12 to 19), and 

controlling the use of at least one portion of said transmission resources by at 
least one of said first and second connections, accordingly (see page 6, lines 29 
to 34). 

2. The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 
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corresponding independent claims 17-21 and 28, wliich therefore are also 
considered not new. 



3. Dependent claims 2-1 6, 22-27 do not contain any features which, in combination 
with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the 
PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see documents D1 , D2, D3, D4 
and D5 and the corresponding passages cited in the search report. 
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
